Cleans ing. - In  classrooms  partisularly  where  meals  are  taken, 
the  floors  are  apt  to  become  stained,  and  where  this  occurs  full 
use  should  be  made  of  the  detergents  which  can  now  be  supplied  for 
cleansing.  - 

The  need  for  extra  accommodation  in  Secondary  Schools  due 
to  'the  raised  school  leaving  age,  has  been  partly  met  by  the  provision 
of  classrooms,  at  Hopeman,  Forres  Academy,  and  Elgin  Academy.  At 
Mosstowie  School  overcrowding  arose  through  an  influx  of  the  children 
of  squatters  at  Manbeen.  In  these  circumstances  the  setting  aside 
of  a room  for  medical  inspection  and  other  medical  purposes,  has  be- 
come m some  cases  difficult.  '

B.  System  and  Extent  of  Dental  Treatment,

His  time  was  otherwise  fully  occupied  in  treating  children 
who  had  been  found  to  require  treatment  at  inspection  the  previous 
year,  ana  whose  parents  hod  given  their  consent  for  such  treatment  to 
u carried  out  under  the  School  Dental  Service.  A number  of  these 
children  were  referred  to  dentists  in  private  practice  in  Elgin, 

Nairn,  Forres  anu  Lossiemouth,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  still 
ar£eabs  of _ dental  treatment  to  be  overtaken.  It  was  decided 
7y  : County  Council  during  the  year  that  an -additional  school 

ad  offic®r  should  be  appointed,  but  it  was  not  found  possible  to 
ill  the  post.  Full  details  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  school 
cental  officer,  and  by  private  practitioners,  will  be  found  in  Table  V 
oi  me  end  of  the  Report.

Bronchial  catarrh  was  again  frequently  found  in  children  in  the 
younger  age  groups.  Overcrowding  and  other  unhealthy  living  con- 
ditions play  a considerable  part  in  the  causation  of  these  respiratory

The  Children  (boarding-out  etc.,  ) (Scotland)  Rules  and  Regulations 
whereby  Part  3 of  the  Children  and  Young  Persons  Care  and  Training 
Regulations  was  revoked,  came  into  operation  in  October  1947*  The 
Children  Act  1948  became  operative  on  5th  July  1948,  after  which 
date  the  Education  Committee  was  no  longer  an  authority  respon- 
sible for  the  care  of  boarded  out  children.  It  was  arranged 
however,  that  visits  of  supervision  should  be  made  to  the  children 
in  their  foster  homes  by  the  medical  officer  between  October 
1947,  and  July  1948,  and  such  visits  were  made  to:- 

7 children  belonging  to  5 families  boarded  out  by  the  Education 
Committee  of  the  County  of  Moray  and  Nairn. 

17  children  belonging  to  13  families  boarded  out  in  this  area 
by  the  Education  Committee  of  the  County  of  Lanark.

Benzyl  Benzoate  and  D.D.T.  Lotion  were  made  available  to  the 
nurses  from  the  Public  Health  Department  for  use  in  treating  cases 
of  scabies,. and  infestation  in  school  children. 

B.  Defective  Vision  and  Squint. - 

Cases  treated  .nder  the  Education  Authority  scheme  were  seen 
by  Dr.  Chalmers  at  the  Elgin  School  Clinic,  and  at  Millbank  School 
Nairn.  Dr.  Chalmers  examined  129  cases  - 17  children  aged  5 years, 
20  children  aged  7,  34  children  aged  9,  22  aged  13,4  aged  l6.  32 

children  of  various  ages,  who  had.  been  examined  as  special  cases, 
were  seen  by  Dr.  Chalmers.  32  ’’special"  cases  had  treatment 
privately,  2 children  aged  5;  11  children  aged  7;  4 children  aged 
9;  8 aged  13;  1 aged  16  and  6 special  cases.  2 children  were 
operated  on  for  squint.
